of warning in his original note. In- 
stead, he threw the entire affair into 
the channel of diplomatic exchanges. 
Then- he became convinced the Ger- 
many was not going "to yield, and 
ended the exchange with another 
warning, even more empathic than 
the, first, although this time he did 
not refer to-'strict accauntability.' 


"Now, if all the information re- 


Nceived shows the 'loss of two Ameri- 
can lives -^n the Arabic constituted 
the 'deliberately unfriendly act' which 
•Germany has been warned will not be 
tolerated, the president must act. 


"He will, however, give Germany 


opportunity to explain. If the action 
of the submarine'commander is jus- 
tified on any other ground than ne- 
cessity to preserve his ^vessel, then 
the United States will act, and in a 
hurry. 
Until Berlin- is heard from 


there will be no urecipitatc action by 
the United States."

Hanover Struck by Cyclone • 


$300,000 Property Damages 


j 
Carrying destruction iu its wake, but 


j mercifully delivering not one death blow 
or serious injury, a terrific cyclone swoop- 
ed down upon the townfcf Hanover on 
Saturday evening about S o'clock. The 


j eycbne entered the town from ;> «n.-^_ 
' craly direction, and it is said to have de- 
scended in the form of a huge, black cloud, 
swirling over the area between Centennial 
avenue and the square, spending its force 
m the central secfion: and then it seemed 
to rebound, rotating in a notheruly direct- 
ion, taking with it rocfs of houses, chim- 
neys, and tops of trees, grounding again 
along Penn street. 


In two minutes, the cyclone did dam- 


age to property estimated at about $300. 
OCO, and had it lasted a few minutes long- 
er Hanover would have been blotted out. 
Following a heavy rainstorm shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock, the wind suddenly raised 
and blew furiously, making a sound like a 
freight train. As usual on Saturday night, 
Center Square was crowded, but the rain 
drove tho people to shelter in the stores 
and houses, which probably accounts for 
no loss of life. Street and store lights im- 
mediately \\ent-outand the people were 
terror-striken 
Merchants closed then- 


stores and rushed home to learn the safety 
of their family and home 
Residents 


sought refuse in cellars. Women wept 
and strong men lost their nerve. A crash 
on the roof and falling plaster caused 
someone to cry fire in a motion picture 
theater and a panic followed. 
In the 


rush for the exits mothers were separated 
from their children, but no one was in- 
jured. Many streets were almost impass- 
able and in the darkness all the lanterns 
and flashlights obtainable were used. 


HUNDREDS OF HOUSES UNROOFED. 


With mighty force it wrenched roofs 


from buildings, big and little, hurling them 
with tremendous force to the streets bc-

Streets were roped off and hundreds of

Official announcement was made at 
the White House that “as soon as all 
the facts regarding the Arabic a"e as­ 
certained our course of action will be 
determined. 


The anouncement was given out by 
the president’s secretary, Mr. Tumul­ 
ty, after a conference with President 
Wilson. The statement bore out pre­ 
vious unofficial statements that the 
president 
will 
suspend 
judgment 
while awaiting receipt of all facts re­ 
garding the destruction of the White 
Star liner by a German submarine, 
Thursday morning, when thirty-nine 
lives, two of them Americans, wero 
lost. 


A‘ll doubt that the Arabic was 
struck 
without 
warning 
seemingly 
has been dispatched by a despatch 
from Ambassador Page, in London, 
in which he said no -warning was 
given by the submarine. His message 
was 
confirmatory of consular des­ 
patches. 


Secretary of State Lansing cabled 
Ambassador Gerard, at Berlin, asking 
if the German government had re­ 
ceived an official report on the sink­ 
ing of the White Star liner Arabic. 
The ambassador was not instructed 
to ask for -one. 
It was officially 
stated that the American government 
as yet considers its inforjnation of 
the case very fragmentary. 


Secretary Lansing said the situation 
was exactly .as it stood Saturday; 
that no steps had been taken other 
than to get accurate information as 
to what had taken-place. 


In the view of the state department 
no points have been established be 
yond doubt regarding the important 
questions of convoy, the change ot 
course of the Arabic just before the 
torpedo struck an£ other essentials. 


“The whole thing is up to Ger* 
many," explained a cabinet officer. 
“The United States has made many 
concessions for peace. 
In the light 
of his original warning, when the sub­ 
marine warfare was dccreed by Ad­ 
miral von Tirpitz, President Wilson 
wouild have been justified, when the 
Lusitania was torpedoed, 
with

heavy toll of American lives, in im­ 
mediately severing diplomatic rela* 
tions. 


“But he did not adhere to the letter 
of warning in his original note. In­ 
stead, he threw the entire affair into 
the channel of diplomatic exchanges. 
Then he became convinced the Ger­ 
many was not going to yield, and 
ended 
the exchange 
with 
another 
warning, even more empathic than 
the first, although this time he did 
not refer to 'strict accauiitability.' 


“Now, if all the information re- 
s ceived shows the iloss of two Ameri­ 
can lives <>n the Arabic constituted 
the ‘deliberately unfriendly act' which 
•Germany has been warned will not be 
tolerated, the president must act. 


“He will, however, give Germany 
opportunity to explain. If the action 
of the submarine commander is jus­ 
tified on any other ground than ne­ 
cessity to preserve his vessel, then 
the United States will actv and in a 
hurry. 
Until Berlin is neard from 
there will be no precipitate action by 
the United States“

Hanover Struck by Cyclone; 
$300,000 Property Damages 


Carrying destruction in its wake, but 
mercifully delivering not one death blow 
or serious injury, a terrific cyclone swoop­ 
ed down upon the townVrf Ilanovcr on 
Saturday evening about S o’clock. The 
cyclone entered the town from a south- 
crnly direction, and it is said to have de­ 
scended in the form of a huge, black cloud, 
swirling over the area between Centennial 
avenue and the square, spending its force 
in the central section; and then it seemed 
to rebound, rotating in a nothcrnly direct­ 
ion, taking with ifc roefs of houses, chim­ 
neys, and tops of trees, grounding again 
along Penn street. 


In two minutes, the cyclone did dam­ 
age to property estimated at about $300, 
0( 0, and had it lasted a few jninutcslong­ 
er Hanover would have been blotted out. 
Following a heavy rainstorm shortly be­ 
fore S o’clock, the wind suddenly raised 
and blew furiously, making a sound like a 
freight train. As usual on Saturday night, 
Center Square wasxrowdcd, but the rain 
drove the people to shelter in the stores 
and houses, which probably accounts for 


110 loss of life. Street and store lights im­ 
mediately wcnt out and the people were 
tcrror-strikcn. Merchants 
closed their 
stores and rushed home to learn the safety 
of their family and home 
Residents 
sought refuge in cellars. Women wept 
and strong men lost their nerve. A crash 
on the roof and falling plaster caused 
someone to cry fire in a motion picture 
theater and a panic followed. 
In the 
rush for the exits mothers were separated 
from their children, but no one was in­ 
jured. Many streets were almost impass­ 
able and in the darkness all the lanterns 
and flashlights obtainable were used.

Decisions of outstanding importance 


which are reviewed in this bulletin 
include the final opinions of the ap- 
pellate and Supreme courts of the 
United States in the famous Danbury 
Hatters' case, holding members of 
unions personally liable for damage 
from boycotts; the dissolution of the 
famous injunction in the case of John 
Mitchell against the Hitchman Coal 
and Coke company of West Virginia 
and holding labor unions legal; anc 
the Supreme court's opinion in the 
Coppage case, overthrowing the law 
of Kansas, which undertook to pro 
tect workmen in their membershi] 
in labor organizations. In the last 
named case the dissenting opinion, 
•which defended the constitutionality 
of the act, is also given. 


The largest group of cases on a 


single subject is that relating to the 
new form of legislation known as 
workmen's compensation laws. The 
decisions on this subject range from 
questions of constitutionality, decided 
adversely in the case of the Kentucky 
statute and favorably in other state 
courts, to the determination of defini- 
tions or of single points of dispute.

RIGHTS OF WORKER GERM OF SMALLPOX 


Review of Court Decisions Af' 
feeling Labor Issued. 


Workmen’* Compensation Laws Form 
Largest Group of Cases—Railroad 
Employment in Different Phases 
Another important Class. 


The United States bureau of labor 
statistics has just issued its annual 
review of court decisions affecting 
labor as its Bulletin No. 169. Approxi­ 
mately 265 decisions are summarized, 
dealing with the application and con­ 
struction of the laws, or with the ap­ 
plication of the principles of the com­ 
mon law to the rights and relations of 
the worker. 


Decisions of outstanding importance 
w’hlch are reviewed in this bulletin 
include the final opinions of the ap­ 
pellate and Supreme courts of the 
United States in the famous Danbury 
Hatters' case, holding members of 
unions personally liable for damage 
from boycotts; the dissolution of the 
famous injunction in the case of John 
Mitchell against the Hltchinan Coal 
and Coke company of West Virginia, 
and holding labor unions legal; and 
the Supreme court’s opinion in the 
Coppage case, overthrowing the law 
of Kansas, which undertook to pro­ 
tect workmen in their membership 
in labor organizations. 
In the last* 
named case the dissenting opinion, 
which defended the constitutionality 
of the act, is also given. 


The largest group of cases on a 
single subject is that relating to the 
new form of legislation known as 
workmen’3 compensation laws. 
The 
decisions on this subject range from 
questions of constitutionality, decided 
adversely in the case of the Kentucky 
statute and favorably in other state 
courts, to the determination of defini­ 
tions or of single points of dispute. 
In considering occupational diseases, 
for 
instance, 
the 
Massachusetts 
courts hold lead-poisoning to be with­ 
in the state act providing for com­ 
pensation for “personal injuries aris­ 
ing out of and in the course of em­ 
ployment,” while the Michigan courts, 
under the provisions of a state law 
similarly expressed, hold that a case 
of lead poisoning is not entitled to 
compensation. 
An optic neuritis, in­ 
duced by inhaling poisonous gases, 
wfas also compensated in Massachu­ 
setts, while in New Jersey the court 
disallowed a claim on account of ec­ 
zema said to be caused by acids used 
in a bleachery. Other decisions relate 
to the mode of computing benefits, 
the definition of the term “casual em­ 
ployment,“ what constitutes depend­ 
ency, wilful act, incapacity, etc. 


Another important group of deci­ 
sions in a related field is of those de 
termining the application of the fed­ 
eral liability 
statute 
to 
different 
classes of railroad employments. Sev­ 
eral cases are found wliich> turn on 
tho nature of the employment of the 
Injured person, i. e., wiiether in in 
terstate commerce or not. The courts 
are not uniform in their construction 
of this statute, but among the em­ 
ployments found to be within the act 
were those of a blacksmith repairing 
cars used in interstate commerce, a 
telegraph lineman engaged in repair 
work, workmen installing block sig­ 
nal systems, a carpenter building an 
addition to a freight shed, a laborer 
carrying coal to heat a shop in which 
interstate cars were being repaired, 
etc. 
Employments which according 
to the decisions wfere excluded were 
workmen 
constructing 
cut-offs 
for 
shortening interstate trackage, a hos­ 
tler killed by the explosion of the boil 
er of a locomotive wiiose last run 
was interstate, and a switch engine 
fireman who was at the moment han­ 
dling only interstate cars, though his 
work regularly involved the handling 
of both classes of commerce indis­ 
criminately. 


Other classes of federal laws that 
receivod considerable attention in the 
court decisions are those limiting the 
hours of service of railroad employees, 
and requiring the supply and main 
tenance of safety appliances.

Doctor Greeley Claims to Have 
Isolated Microbe. 


Believe* They Multiply Iri 
Mucous 
Membrane of Nose at Beginning of 
Disease and Thence Penetrate 
Blood Vessels. 


Dr. Horace Greeley of Brooklyn re­ 
ports to the Medical Record that he 
has discovered the long-sought mi­ 
crobe of smallpox. 
He found “an ap­ 
parently identical organism” from the 
“vesicles of twenty-five cases of suc­ 
cessful vaccination, from a like num­ 
ber of cases of undoubted chickenpox, 
and from five cases of recognized and 
undoubted smallpox,” 


From Doctor Greeley’s technical de­ 
scription of this new microbe it may 
be gathered that it is spherical and 
from 0.3 to 0.6 microns (of 0.000117 to 
0.000234 inch) in diameter. 
It is in 
the 
form 
of 
multiplying 
spores, 
which just before division assume the 
shape of a figure 8, with a nucleus in 
each half. These develop into branch­ 
ing masses with spores at the end of 
the branches. 


Doctor Greeley has grown them in 
cultures. 
He believes they multiply 
on the mucous membranes of the nose 
at the beginning of the disease, and 
the Bpores when shed penetrate the 
blood vessels and are wafted to all 
parts of the body, “landing in the skin 
capillaries, w'here conditions of lower 
temperatura and more light, perhaps, 
favor further proliferation. 
In this 
connection w?e should remember how 
the eruption favors the face and 
hands.” 


Doctor Greeley concludes that vac­ 
cinia and variola are identical, the dif­ 
ference being that “vaccination pro­ 
duces a local and at most a lymphat­ 
ic infection, usually stopped at the 
nearest chain of glands, and repre­ 
sents the inooulation of an organism 
directly derived from a different spe­ 
cies of animal, and therefore probably 
of low relative virulence, while small­ 
pox 
is 
undoubtedly 
contracted 
through the respiratory tract and is 
due to one derived directly from an 
animal of like species 
which, as 
shown, 
through 
spore 
formation, 
passes into the blood and is thrown to 
all corners.“ 


ARE LOADED WITH THERMIT 


Incendiary Bombs Differ From the 
Ordinary Missile In Character of 
Their Destructive Power. 


Incendiary bombs differ from ordi­ 
nary explosive bombs in that they arc 
intended not to scatter fragments 
over a wide area, but to produce sud­ 
den and intense heat at a given point, 
thus starting a fierce conflagration. 


W. A. Tilden describes in Nature 
one of these bombs, a picture of which 
is reproduced here. 
His description 
is as follows: 
* 


The bomb, as a rule, Is conical, of 
ten-inch diameter at the base, corded 
round, and has a metal handle at the 
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Section of Bomb. 


apex (see cut). 
The base is a flat 
cup onto wihch a pierced metal fun­ 
nel is fitted, having the ignition de­ 
vice and handle fitted at the top. 
The funnel is generally filled with 
thermit, which upon Ignition gener­ 
ates intense heat, and by the time of 
the concussion has taken the form of 
molten metal of the extraordinary 
high temperature of over five thou­ 
sand degrees Fahrenheit. The molten 
metal is spread by the concussion. 
Outside the funnel is a padding of a 
highly inflammable or resinous mate­ 
rial bound on with an inflammable 
form of rope. 
The resinous material 
creates a pungent smoke, 


There is generally some meltea 
white phosphorous in the bottom of 
the cap, wiiich develops nauseous 
fumes. 
In some cases celluloid chip- 
pings are added and occasionally a 
small quuntity of petrol,

He ex­ 
plains it on the ground that all the 
men are mentally and physically pre­ 
paring for service now or in the fu­ 
ture. 


In San Francisco's Chinatown Miss 
Donaldina Cameron Is honored with 
two unusual names. 
Amon the Chi* 
nese highbinders she is known as the 
“Female White Devil," among the 
girls of her rescue mission she is 
called the “Little Mother.” Miss Cam­ 
eron has been doing rescue work 
among the Chinese of California for 
nearly twenty years, and during that 
time has rescued 1,500 girls ranging 
in age from little tots given away or 
sold as slaves by their parents or 
natural guardians to grown girls who 
had fallen into the clutches of high­ 
binders. 


She has gone at midnight into the 
farthest corners of the rookeries that 
were the Chinatown of old San Fran­ 
cisco. 
She has chopped down doors, 
crawled on her hands and kiiees along 
secret passages, and in several in« 
stances rescued at the point of the 
pistol the miserable slave girl who 
had appealed to her. 


In her rescue work Miss Cameron 
does not go after the girls who are 
content to live such lives, 
but to 
those who appeal to her or who she 
learns wish to get away from it. She 
has taken more than one girl as they 
were passing along the streets and 
forced the Chinese “owner" to go to 
court. 
On several occasions she has 
been followed and threatened by mobs 
of Chinese and their friends. 


Of Scotch parentage, Miss Cameron 
was born in New Zealand. She came 
to America as a young girl and for 
twenty years has been employed by 
the board of foreign missions of the 
Presbyterian church for rescue work 
among the Chinese of San Francisco. 
She is paid only $¿>0 a month, and in­ 
sists that she things it quite enough. 


Once she gets a girl she does not 
try to Americanize her or keep her 
away from reputable people of her 
own nationality. On the contrary, the 
girls study Chinese books along with 
English and are encouraged to hold 
to their own religion.

Konia, in Asia Minor.'”

Ideal Diet for the Baby. 


An ideal diet for children of twelve 
or thirteen months was announced 
by the children’s bureau of the de­ 
partment of labor, which has been 
studying the problem of the “Baby's 
Second Summer.” 
The bureau rec­ 
ommends the following: Six o'clock 
a, m., milk, eight to ten ounces; eight 
o'clock, orange juice, one to three 
tablespoonfuls; 
ten 
o'clock, cereal, 
one tablespoonful with milk or stale 
bread and zweiback with milk six to 
eight ounces; two o'clock, broth with 
stale bread or beef juice, one ounce 
with bread crumbs; six o’clock, same 
as ten o’clock, and ten o'clock at night, 
milk eight ounces. 


4LL0W NOTHING TO WASTE 


Everything of the Slightest Value It 
Utilized by the Thrifty People 
of France. 


W'hat becomes of old sardine boxes, 
tomato cans, meat cans, fruit cans, 
and cans of all kinds? 


In this country they are usually tum­ 
bled into some waste lot or down by 
the side of the road, where they are 
left in unsightly heap». 


But the people do better in France, 
where nothing is allowed to go to 
waste. 
They gather them up, and 
use them—'to cut into tin soldiers. 
The making of tin soldiers is not an 
insignificant or unimportant business, 
by any means. 
There was published 
not long ago an item saying that 
the manufacture had reached “great 
artistic excellence,” and that “a cer­ 
tain eminent German officer has found 
it possible to represent military op* 
erations on a large scale by their 
means." Ho has "thirty-five thousand 
tin soldiers,” foot soldiers, horsemen, 
and artillerymen, with all necessary 
equipments, and toy scenery; and with 
them he goes through evolutions, and 
works out interesting problems of mil­ 
itary tactics. 


In France, too, the old boots and 
shoes are collected, and every part Is 
used over again. 
The work is most­ 
ly done by convicts in prisons. They 
take the boots and shoes to pieces and 
soak them; then the uppers are cut 
over into children's shoes; or, if they 
are too far gone for that, a peculiar 
kind of pressed leather is made by 
some chemical action. Tho nails are 
saved and sold, and the scraps go to 
the farmers to fertilize the soil. 


Who would have thought it possi­ 
ble to make anything out of old saws? 
Yet it is said that many of the finest 
surgical instruments, and some of 
those used by engineers, are manufac­ 
tured from the steel that first did duty 
in saws. 
The steel of saws is of the 
very best quality and finest temper; 
and since it is good in the first place, 
it is always good. 


After that it is easy to believe that 
there is a place in Canada where they 
make paper from sawdust. It is a kind 
of paper pulp, rolled out in great 
sheets, for the purpose of sheathing; 
that is, for using on buildings before 
the clapboards are put on. Wood pulp, 
made of poplar and spruce, has long 
been used, mixed with the rags in 
the paper mills, in the x>rocess of man­ 
ufacture; but it xis a new thing to 
convert sawdust into paper. 


Where the‘largest quantity of lead 
pencils is made, the sawdust of the 
cedar wood is saved* and distilled. “A 
valuable oil is extracted, every ounce 
of which is sold at good figures." 


So an old sardine box, a tomato can* 
a cast-off shoe, and a rusty pruning 
saw may be made over into something 
entirely new; and a heap of sawdust 
and the waste from a lead-pencil man­ 
ufactory may furnish employment and 
bo of actual use in. the world.—* 
Youth’s Companion.

Father Knickerbocker’s 250 Years. 
New 
York 
city 
celebrated 
last 
Thursday the 250th anniversary of its 
municipal government under a mayor 
and board of aldermen. 


When Thomas Willett was sworn 
In as mayor, with his five aldermen, 
on June 24, 1665—the date appearing 
as June 14, according to the old cal­ 
endar form, in tho early accounts— 
by the English 
governor, Richard 
Nicolls, the last vestige of Dutch rule 
was obliterated. 


There was, indeed, one break, but o! 
so short duration that its influence 
was negligible. In 1673, while England 
and Holland were at w'ar, Captain 
Colve, with a small Dutch fleet, ap­ 
peared in the harbor. 
The English 
recognized that the fort was no more 
able to resist an attack than it was 
in the days of Stuyvesant, nine years 
before, and the Dutch again captured 
New York. In less than a year, when 
the European war ended, it was re* 
stored to the English,

RICH IN ITS HISTORY 


ISTRIAN TERRITORY HAS HAD AN 


IMPORTANT PAST. 


Battlefield of Europe Throughout the 


Centuries, It Is Again the Center 


of Discord—Strict Old Com- 


munal Regulations. 


"Many long-slumbering memories 


have been Quickened by the present 
resistless flood of war that has en- 
gulfed in its course nearly all of the 
historic spots in Europe, recalling to 
the breathless onlookers in neutral 
lands, in the light of the tragic signif- 
icance of these places today, their ro- 
mantic stories of the centuries past," 
begins a bulletin issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society, treating of 
what life has been in Austria's Istrian 
territory, which the Italians are now 
attempting to Invade. The statement 
continues: 


"Istria, the wedge-shaped peninsula 


at the head of the Adriatic and the 
surrounding territory back of Trieste, 
not of great importance commercially 
or industrially and wnh few connec- 
tions with, the world in the West, 
thus little known and spoken of, un- 
rolls a stream of highly interesting 
reminiscences of past 
civilizations 


when brougnt to attention RS one of 
today's great battlefields. The civili- 
zation of the peninsula is ancient. 
[onians from rich and cultured Mile- 
tus settled colonies there in the ninth 
century B. C., and in 735 B. C. the 
Corinthians followed them The sunny 
culture of the Greeks once blossomed 
all along these shores, formed its art- 
ists here, builded its temples, and at 
last gave way before the Celts, -who 
arrived about the fourth century B. 
C. 
When the Romans were forced 


to crush the pirates of the North 
Adriatic, Istria fell under their dom- 
ination, about 177 B. C. Following 
an uprising the Romans thoroughly 
subdued the land ia 128 B. C , and in 
127 B. C. 14,000 Roman colonists were 
settled there. 


"Through the Dark Ages and well 


Into the Middle Ages Istrian land was 
In the vortex of the struggle between 
the empires of the east and west, and 
then between Byzantium, the German 
powers of the north and the rising 
commercial cities of Italy. 
By 1145 


Venice had established privileged con- 
nections with most of the Istrian 
towns. 
Prom this time date some 


very interesting records of social or- 
ganizations on the peninsula. The land 
was organized into communes, with 
their chief magistrate, a small coun- 
cil or council of assessors, and a 
council of the people. The commune 
governments extended their work to 
an even greater degree than the most 
governed communities would think of 
doing today 
Their regulations pro- 


vided for all manner of domestic su- 
pervision. They fixed the time of new 
vintage, the time'for selling new wine, 
the amount of bread that could be 
baked in one town, and administered 
'pure food' regulations with greatest 
strictness 


"As today, judges went through the 


markets trying the food. These judges 
went through the taverns and tasted 
the wine before the innkeepers might 
put It on sale. The prices of foreign 
goods were fixed by the authorities 
and the quality of these goods care- 
fully determined before they could be 
put on sale. Stone measurements were 
cut on fountains, on the foundation 
stones of public buildings and on oth- 
er conspicuous places. 
Armed men 


were not allowed to enter the cities, 
the regulation against carrying weap- 
ons being deemed just as important 
then as now. However, a citizen- 
soldier who happened to kill an on- 
looker during military practice was 
able to get immunity from punish- 
ment. Militarism had its privileges in 
Istria.

Tips were- 
strictly forbidden; the workman was 
forced to accept no more than the 
wage prescribed.

the people's welfare stretched to ev- 
ery little detail of domestic life."

Organic Remains of Shellfish Secure 


Fertility to Poorest and Most 


Exhausted Soil. 


Consul Frank 
Deedtnej er, writes 


from Charlottetown, P. E. I.. Canada 


In most of the bays indenting the 


shores of Prince Edward island are 
found extensive deposits of mussel 
mud. 
so-called locally, being organic 


remains of countless generations of 
oysters, mussels, clams, and other bi- 
valves of the ocean, and of crustac- 
erous animals generally. The shells, 
usually more or less intact, are tound 
imbedded in dense deposits of mud- 
like substance and this combination is 
a fertilizer of high value and potency 
It supplies small quantities of phos- 
phates and alkalies 
An ordinary 


dressing of it secures fertility in a 
striking manner to the poorest or most 
exhausted soil. The shells decay slow- 
ly, year by year, throwing off a film 
of fertilizing stuffs. 
The deposits 


around Prince Edward island vary 
from five to twenty-five feet in depth. 
They are taken up by dredging ma- 
chines worked from rafts in summer 
or from the ice in winter.

lands, in the light of the tragic signif­ 
icance of these places today, their ro­ 
mantic stories of the centuries past/1 
begins a bulletin issued by the Na­ 
tional Geographic society, treating of 
what life has been in Austria's Istrian 
territory, which the Italians aro now 
attempting to Invade. 
Tho statement 
continues: 


"Istria, the wedge-shaped peninsula 
at the head of the Adriatic and tho 
surrounding territory back of Trieste, 
not of great importance commercially 
or industrially and with few connec­ 
tions with* the world in the West, 
thus little known and spoken of, un­ 
rolls a stream of highly interesting 
reminiscences 
of 
past 
civilizations 
when brought to attention as one of 
today’s great battlefields. 
The civili­ 
zation of the peninsula is ancient, 
fonians from rich and cultured Mile­ 
tus settled colonies there in tho ninth 
century B. C., and in 735 B. C. tho 
Corinthians followed them. Tho sunny 
culture of the Greeks once blossomed 
all along these shores, formed its art­ 
ists here, builded its temples, and at 
last gave way before the Celts, who 
arrived about the fourth century B. 
0. 
When the Romans were forced 
to crush the pirates of the North 
Adriatic, Istria fell under their dom­ 
ination, about 177 B. C. 
Following 
an uprising the Romans thoroughly 
subdued the land in 128 B. C.t and in 
127 B. C. 14,000 Roman colonists were 
settled there. 


“Through the Dark Ages and well 
Into the Middle Ages Istrian land was 
In the vortex of the struggle between 
the empires of the east and wrest, and 
then between Byzantium, the German 
powers of the north and the rising 
commercial cities of Italy. 
By 1145 
Venice had established privileged con­ 
nections with most of the Istrian 
towns. 
From this time date some 
very interesting records of social or­ 
ganizations on the peninsula. The land 
was organized into communes, with 
their chief magistrate, a small coun­ 
cil or council of assessors, and a 
council of the people. The commune 
governments extended their work to 
an even greater degree than the most 
governed communities would think of 
doing today. 
Their regulations pro­ 
vided for all manner of domestic su­ 
pervision. They fixed the time of new 
vintage, the timeffor selling new wine, 
the amount of bread that could be 
baked in one town, and administered 
‘pure food* regulations with greatest 
strictness. 


“As today, judges went through the 
markets trying the food. These judges 
went through the taverns and tasted 
the wine before the innkeepers might 
put it on sale. The prices of foreign 
goods were fixed by the authorities 
and the quality of these goods care- 
fully determined before they could be 
put on sale. Stone measurements were 
cut on fountains, on the foundation 
stones of public buildings and on oth­ 
er conspicuous places. 
Armed men 
were not allowed to enter the cities, 
the regulation against carrying weap­ 
ons being deemed just as important 
then as now. 
However, a citizen- 
soldier who happened to kill an on­ 
looker during military practice was 
able to get immunity from punish­ 
ment. Militarism had its privileges in 
Istria. 


“In some of the cities the making 
of false money was punishable with 
death; the bearing of false witness, 
where no fine was collected, was pun­ 
ished by the loss of the right nostril 
and publication on the stair of tho 
town hall of the delinquent as a per­ 
jurer. 
The destruction of property 
was punished by the loss of the right 
hand, and a long list of illegal words, 
oaths and objectionable phrases was 
attached to the section of the code 
that provided the punishment of the 
pillory for the blasphemer. Tips were 
strictly forbidden; tho workman was 
forced to accept no more than the 
wage prescribed. 
The 
activity 
of 
those intrusted with looking out for 
the people’s welfare stretched to ev* 
ery little detail of domestic life." 


Novels In Class. 


The novel falls into one of four 
classes, as it deals with romance, 
with life, with ideals, or as, lastly, it 
takes the shape of a work of art pure 
and simple. Of the great novelists of 
the last century, Scott, Thackeray and 
Georgo Eliot stand for the first throe 
types, 
For the fourth we look in 
vain in that period. 
Mr. Hardy, wiio 
embodies it as to the manner born, 
is of our own generation; and here 
the name which at once occurs to us 
for romance is that of Robert Louis 
Stevenson, for Jife that of George 
Meredith, and for ideas that of Mrs. 
Humphrey Ward. 
The divisions, of 
course, overlap.

MUSSEL MUD AS FERTILIZER 


Organic Remains of Shellfish Secure 
Fertility to Poorest and Most 
Exhausted Soil. 


Consul 
Frank 
Deedmeycr, writes 
t'roru Charlottetown, P. E. I„ Canada: 
In most of the bays indenting the 
shores of Prince Edward island are 
found extensive deposits of mussel 
mud, so-called locally, being organic 
remains of countless generations of 
oysters, mussels, clams, and other bi­ 
valves of the ocean, and of crustac- 
erous animals generally. Tho shells, 
usually more or less intact, are found 
imbedded in dense deposits of mud­ 
like substance and this combination is 
a fertilizer of high value and potency. 
It supplies small quantities of phos­ 
phates and alkalies. 
An ordinary 
dressing of it secures fertility in a 
striking manner to the poorest or most ; 
exhausted soil. The shells decay slow­ 
ly, year by year, throwing off a film 
of fertilizing stuffs. 
The deposits 
around Prince Edward island vary 
from five to twenty-five feet in depth. 
They are taken up by dredging ma­ 
chines worked from rafts in summer 
or from the ice in winter.

The Old Dutch Tavern.

I should like to know if the old "Wash- 


ington House" which stood in New Oxford 
about 1790 is still in existence, and wheth- 
er it is still used as a tavern or dwelling, 
and what its exact situation is. I would 
also like to know if this is the same hotel 
a» i& refeireu to iu a, Lioloiy of A<i<uus 
county as "Dutch Frederick's Hotel"", 
which"stood at the ford of the Great Con- 
ewago Creek.

We handed the foregoing to our worthy 


townsman, Mr. J. F. Blair, who furnishes 
the following, which, no doubt, will be in- 
teresting to many of our readers.—Editor. 


New Oxford was once an exceedingly 


brisk place, made so by the many wagons 
and stages stopping here on their way to 
and from Philadelphia and Pittsburg. The 
first road (Long before the'pike was made) 
passed by the old hotel known later as the 
,'Miley Stand" kept as a public house fo 
more than a century and familiarly called 
"Butcher Frederick's Stand". This hotel 
was kept first by Frederick Kuhn, then by 
Hersh,Himes, Burkman,Hildt, and Heagy, 
then by John Miley about 1833 Since 
this, the hotel has been known as the 
^'Washington House" and was occupied 
by the following persons: Becker, Beck, 
Houser, Hersh, Fickes, Malaun, Miller.and 
Stonesifer. Sometime in the '80s the pro-, 
perty was sold, partly torn down and re- 
modeled and is now occupied as> a dwelling 
and hardware store by J. McC. Gilbert. 


Oxfordtown, as originally called, receiv- 


ed its name from a circumstance that oc- 
curred more than a century ago. A man 
called "Dutch Frederick", who carried on 
the butchering business as well as a hotel, 
put up a pole in front of the house, and 
put on it an ox head with horns. The 
town was then called Oxford, the New hav- 
ing been added by the Post Office Depart- 
ment when the first Postmaster was ap- 
pointed. 


The town was laid out in 1792 by Hen- 


ry Kuhn the then owner of a large tract of 
land, and assisted by James Bolton, a sur- 
veyor, laid out a portion of this tract as a 
village in lots at $10 each. 


Mr. Kuhn's nationality seems not to be 


known, but it may safefy be said, from the 
name of the town, that he was an intelli- 
gent Englishman and very modest at that, 
for he named among the streets, Pitt, Pet- 
ers, and Bolton, but none after the found- 
er of the town—not even a ''Kuhn alley" 


The location of the old hotel i& probably 


the same as that referred to in the his tor y 
of Adams county as being near the ford of 
the Conewago creek, only one-half mile 
distant. 


'Squire Charles K. Yeager, of Lincoln 


Way, West, has in his possession, the ong- 
nal plot of New Oxford, an account of 
which was published some time ago in the 
ITEM. The plot contains 203 lots and 
.shows the Square to be an exact one. The 
plot is in good condition. 


From an unknown source the residence 


of Michael Glacken, of-near Emmitsburg, 
was burned to the ground on Thursday 
together with most of the contents. The 
family were eating supper u hen they v, ere 
told by a passing automobile party the up- 
per portion of the building was in flames 
The fire burnt so rapidly that they were 
able to save only a portion of the furni- 
ture. 


A new postage stamp, of 11-cent denom- 


ination, has been issued by the United 
States postal department. The new stamp 
is issued primarily for use in prepaying 
postage on parcels and postage and insu - 
ance fee on insured parcels. The new 11- 
cent stamp is of dark green color and bears 
the head of Benjamin Franklin in profile.

New Oxford was once an exceedingly 
brisk place, made so by the many wagons 
and stages stopping here on their way to 
and from Philadelphia and Pittsburg. The 
first road (Long before the 'pike was made) 
passed by the old hotel known later as the 
/Mile}' Stand” kept as a public house fo 
more than a century and familiarly called 
“Butcher Frederick's Stand". This hotel 
was kept first by Frederick Kuhn, then by 
Hersh,Himes, Burkman,Hildt, and Hoagy, 
then by John Milcy about 1S33 Since 
this, the hotel has been known as the 
^'Washington House” and was occupied 
by the following persons: Becker, Beck, 
Houser, Hersh, Fickes, Malaun, Miller,and 
Stoncsifer. Sometime in the '80s the pro­ 
perty was sold, partly torn down and re­ 
modeled and is now occupied as a dwelling 
and hardware store by J. McC. Gilbert. 


Oxfordtown, as originally called, receiv­ 
ed its name from a circumstance that oc­ 
curred more than a century ago. A man 
called “Dutch Frederick”, who carried on 
the butchering business its well as a hotel, 
put up a pole in front of the house, and 
put on it an ox head with horns. The 
town was then called Oxford, the New hav­ 
ing been added by the Post Office Depart­ 
ment when the first Postmaster was ap-

A 
victory at Krasnlk was announced by 
the Austrian government on Aug. 23, 
and on Aug. 20 the German army un­ 
der General von lllndenburg defeated 
another Russian force in a battle at 
Tannenberg which lasted three days. 


Louvain was burned by the Gormans 
in part on the day that the Japanese 
blockade of Tslngtau was begun. The 
blockade was maintained more than 
two months before Tsingtau surren­ 
dered. 


Two days after the French govern­ 
ment moved to Bordeaux the battle of 
the Marne was begun, a few hours be­ 
fore Russian troops succeeded in occu­ 
pying Lemberg, the capital of Galicia. 


Before the French and British troops 
the Germans in France were forced to 
retreat as far as the Aisne. Events of 
the next few days included the bom­ 
bardment of Rhoims by the Germans 
and the sinking by a German subma­ 
rine of the British cruisers Aboukir, 
Cressy and Hogue. 
On the same day 
tho Russian troops attacked Przemysl 
and took Jaroslav. 


British troops from India were land­ 
ed from transports at Marseilles on 
Sept. 20 and were Immediately dis­ 
patched to the northward. 
Before 
their arrival at their destination the 
Germans bad begun a siege of Ant­ 
werp, which resulted in the Belgian 
government moving from that city to 
Ostoiid. Two days later the bombard* 
ment of Antwerp began. The Belgian 
government remained at Osteml for 
about a week and then removed to 
Havre. France. Forty-ofght hours later 
the Germans captured Ostend. 


Meanwhile the allied troops occuplod 
Ypres, and a desperate battle had be­ 
gun on the Vistula river. 
German as­ 
saults npnn the allied lines between 
Ypres and Nieuport continued for a 
week and then weakened. 


The Germans operating in Russia 
meantime had been defeated after a 
ton days’ battle before Warsaw. 


German cruisers which had been sta­ 
tioned in foreign waters at the opening 
of the war had by that time given a 
good account of themselves. 
The Em* 
don. operating in the Indian ocean and 
adjacent waters, overtook and sunk 
more than a score of mercantile ships 
belonging to the nations allied against 
Germany before she was finally run 
down and destroyed off Cocos island. 
In the Atlantic the Karlsruhe and sev­ 
eral auxiliary cruisers performed sim­ 
ilar duties. They, too, sent to the bot­ 
tom more than a score of «hips. 


On land the armies of the bellig­ 
erents settled down to hold their po­ 
sitions for the winter months.

vek, Lopno and Kutno, 


In East Prussia in tlie winter there 
was severe fighting, resulting in the 
loss of many men, dead, wounded and 
captured. The German armies operat­ 
ing in East Prussia held oft and dis­ 
patched a Russian army of vast pro­ 
portions, finally driving it back well 
into its own territory. 


On the sea a British squadron signally 
defeated the German squadron which 
was victorious off Chile. This engage­ 
ment took place off the Falkland is­ 
lands. 
German cruisers bombarded 
Hartlepool and Scarborough, and the 
German armored cruiser Bluecher was 
sunk in the North sea by a section of 
the British fleet operating there. Ger­ 
man submarines became especially ac­ 
tive in the whiter months, sinking 
many warships and merchantmen. 


On May 23 Italy declared war on 
Austria-Hungary 
after 
having 
de­ 
nounced early in tho month the triple 
alliance treaty. 
The declaration of 
war was qnlckly followed by raids on 
the Italian coast cities by Austrian 
aeroplanes. 
The Italian army struck 
across the border into Austria, with 
rrieste and Treutr as objectives.

CANNING AND PRESERVING. 


The newer methods of canning ar» 


much simpler to do, take less time and 


the results are always 
satisfactory provided the 
fruit be fresh and the 
cans 
well 
sterilized- 


Many 
people 
believ« 


they can use old rubbers 
the 
second year and 


trust to luck that the 
fruit will keep. It never 
pays to risk a can o* 
fruit which has taken 


and money, at the pr*c° of » can 


rubber. Another point too often over- 
looked in canning Is to see that tb.9 
cans are thoroughly clean. 
Simply 


washing them in soap suds, rinsing 
them and then when they are to be 
used give them a careless rinsing, te 
not enough. Cans that have bean 
well washed should be put into a pan 
of cold water that covers them, tops 
as well as cans, and brought to the 
boiling point and boiled for a few 
minutes, then when used, carefully 
handled, not to put the fingers inside 
the cans or top. 
These may seem 


fussy directions, but to insure success 
in keeping fruit the most scrupulous 
care must be observed. The rubbers 
themselves should be dipped quickly 
Into the hot water just before they are 
put on to Insure against any foreign 
matter getting into the *ruit. 


Any small fruit which can be well 


crushed and then mixed with nearly 
equal bulk or sugar, allowed to stand 
over iught until the sugar Is thorough- 
ly dissolved, then canned in sterilized 
cans, put into a cool place, the best 
Is the back part of the Ice chest, will 
keep indefinitely and may be used for 
so many delicious desserts. 
Not the 


least appreciated is the short cake. 


For those who do not take ice or 


have it to use, a cold cellar has been 
proved equally as good to keep such 
fruit in. Keep it from the light 


Another Method of Canning.—Place 


the fresh fruit in sterilized jars, fill 
full, put on rubbers and covers and 
place in a broiler of boiling hot water. 
Cover the cans to a deptb of four 
inches, let stand well covered with 
boiler cover, blankets or carpets 
twenty-four hours or until the water 
is cold. Take out cans, see that the 
tops are perfectly tight and set away 
in the cellar. 


NEW WAYS WITH OLD FRUITS.

Strain 
It into one cupful of warm custard. 
add the dice and puree of pineapple, 
one teaspoonful of rose extract and 
sugar to taste. Mix all together and 
lastly stir In one cupful of whipped 
cream.

Strawberry Gateau. — Bake a round 


sponge cake, cut off the top vrhen cold 
and fill with nice fresh strawberries. 
and heap with sweetened whipped 
cream, cover with cut strawberries 
and serve well chilled. 


Pear Fritters. — Cut some ripe pears 


into thick slices, sprinkle with sugar 
and prepare the batter as follows: 
Take one cupful of sifted flour, the 
yolks of two eggs, onj-half cupful of 
cold water, one tablespoonful of oliva 
oil and two tablespoonfuls of sugar; 
mix into a smooth paste, add the 
whites of the three eggs, beaten stiff. 
and a pinch of salt the last thing. 
Have the fat smoking hot, dip slices 
cf pear Into the batter and fry quickly. 
When brown dust with sugar and 
serve with a sauce made from the 
juice of the pears with a little but- 
ter and flour cooked together for 
thickening.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be It resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of tEie 


Constitution of the Commonwealth oi 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


citv, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein 3>rovided, shall 
never exceed seven per ceitum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any sudi mumcipality 
or district incur any new Jcbt, or in- 
crease its indebtedness to art amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors- thereof r.t a public 
election in such manner aw sVrall bo pro- 
vided by lavr, but any citv,. the debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum, In the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debte hereinafter jncurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the consfruction ar.d development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharyes and Jocks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used in the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be owned by eaid city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city ar.d county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt or debts, and the annual in- 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be excluded in j 
ascertaining tho power of the city and: 
county of Philadelphia to become other- 
wise indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab- 
lished and maintained," so that it shall 
read as follows:— 


Section S. The debt of any county, city, 


borough, township, school distiict, or oth- 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
ceed seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of the tax-able property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis- 
trict incur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per cUntum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of tho 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by law; 
but any city, the debt of which on the 
first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila- 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its indebtedness 
to the extent of three per centum in ex- 
cess of seven per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation for the specific purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow- 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc- 
tion and improvement of subways, tun- 
nels, railways, elevatc'l railways, and oth- 
er transit facilities; for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used in the construction of v;harves and 
docks, owned or to be owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent o£ the electors 
thereof at a public elcction.^to be held in 
such manner as shall be pr#Hdcd by law. 
In ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
said city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall bs excluded from the calcula- 
tion a credit, where the work resulting 
from any jirevious expenditure, for any 
one or mor* of the specific purposes here- 
Inabove enumerated shall be yielding to 
saJd city an annual current net revenue;

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section tv/e:i- 


ty-one of article three of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of tho 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, and

Amend section twcntj -one, article three 


of the ConstHutlon of tha Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, v.'hicn roads as follows: 


"No act of the General Assembly shall 


limit the amcur.t to be recovered for in- 
juries resulting in death, or for injuries 
to persons or property, and in case of 
death from such injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No ac: 
shall prescribe any limitations of time 
within

suits may 
be 
brought 


against corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent fiom those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided," so that it shall read as follows: 


The Geneial Assembly may enact lawn 


requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employes jointly, or rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployes ar:slnj in the courso of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, whether or not such in- 
juries or diseases result in death, a:id ic- 
gardless of fault cf employer or employ i1.

CANNING AND PRESERVING. 


Lady—You lazy tramp! 
Why arc 
you not a son of toil? 


Hobo—Because, lady, it is so much 
easier to be a son of soil. 


Tho newer methods of canning are 
much simpler to do, take less time and 


tho results are always 
satisfactory provided tho 
fruit be fresh and the 
cans 
well 
sterilized. 
Many 
people 
believe 
they can use old rubbers 
the 
second 
year 
and 
trust to luck that the 
fruit will keep. It never 
pay® to risk a can of 
fruit wfhich has taken 
time and money, at the price of a can 
rubber. Another point too often over­ 
looked in canning is to see that the 
cans are thoroughly clean. 
Simply 
washing them in soap suds, rinsing 
them and then when they are to be 
used give them a careless rinsing, is 
not enough. 
Cans that have beea 
well washed should be put into a pan 
of cold water that covers them, tops 
as well as cans, and brought to the 
boiling point and boiled for a few 
minutes, then when used, carefully 
handled, not to put the fingers inside 
the cans or top. 
These may seem 
fussy directions, but to insure success 
in keeping fruit tho most scrupulous 
care must bo observed. The rubbers 
themselves should be dipped quickly 
into tho hot water just before they are 
put on to insure against any foreign 
matter getting into the *ruit. 


Any small fruit which can be well 
crushed and then mixed with nearly 
equal bulk or sugar, allowed to stand 
over night until tho sugar is thorough­ 
ly dissolved, then canned in sterilized 
cans, put into a cool place, the best 
is the back part of the ice chest, will 
keep indefinitely and may be used for 
so many delicious desserts. 
Not the 
least appreciated is the short cake. 


For those who do not take ice or 
have it to use, a cold cellar has been 
proved equally as good to keep such 
fruit in. Keep it from the light. 


Another Method of Canning.—Placo 
tho fresh fruit in sterilized jars, fill 
full, put on rubbers and covers and 
place in a broiler of boiling hot water. 
Cover the cans to a depth of four 
inches, let stand well covered with 
boiler 
cover, 
blankets 
or 
carpets 
twenty-four hours or until the water 
is cold. Take out cans, see that the 
tops are perfectly tight and set away 
in the cellar. 


NEW WAYS WITH OLD FRUITS. 


The most satisfactory way of serv­ 
ing fruits is fresh, and as simply as 


possible, but for variety 
we enjoy something un­ 
common or new. 


Pineapple 
Dainty.— 
Decorate 
a mold with 
some jelly. 
Cut pineap­ 
ple into dice, enough to 
fill a cup 
Put through a 
° 
sieve pineapple to make 
half* a cupful. 
Dissolve two and a 
fourth teaspoonfiils of powdered gela­ 
tin in one cupful of hot water. Strain 
It into one cupful of warm custard, 
add the dice and puree of pineapple, 
one teaspoonful of rose extract and 
sugar to taste. 
Mix all together and 
lastly stir in one cupful of whipped 
cream. 
When the mixture is almost 
sotting pour into a mold. When firm, 
turn out and servo 
with 
whipped 
sweetened cream. 


Blackberry 
Ice 
Cream.—Dissolve 
two and one-fourth tablespoonfuls of 
powdered gelatine in one and one- 
half cupfuls of hot water. Scald four 
cupfuls of milk, add one cupful of 
sugar, the dissolved gelatine, one ta­ 
blespoonful of lemon juice ttiid two 
cupfuls of whipped cream. Freeze un­ 
til mushy. 
Crush one quart of ripe 
blackberries through a sieve and add 
them to the half-frozen mixture and 
finish freezirg. 
Remove the dasher, 
repack and allow to ripen for two 
hours. Serve in sherbet glasses. 


Strawberry Gateau.—Bake a round 
sponge cake, cut oft the top when cold 
and fill with nice fresh strawberries, 
and heap with sweetened whipped 
cream, cover with cut strawberries 
and serve well chilled. 


Pear Fritters.—Cut some ripe peara 
Into thick slices, sprinkle with sugar 
and prepare the batter as follows: 
Take one cupful of sifted flour, tha 
yolks of two eggs, one-half cupful of 
cold water, one tablespoonful of oliva 
oil and two tablespoonfuls of sugar; 
mix into a Bmooth paste, add the 
whites of the three eggs, beaten still, 
and a pinch of salt the last thing. 
Have the fat smoking hot, dip slices 
of pear into the batter and fry quickly. 
When brown dust with sugar and 
serve with a sauce made from the 
juice of the pears with a little but­ 
ter and flour cooked together for 
thickening.

Bo it resolved by the Senate and Hons« 
of R^prc? jntativcs of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in General Assembly mot, 
That tho 
following amendment 
to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania bo, and the 
same Is hereby, proposed, in aeeordance 
with the eighteenth articlo thereof:— 


That section one of articlo eight, which 
rends as follows: 


■‘Section 1. 
Every malo citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing tho follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo entitled to vote 
at nil elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating tho regis­ 
tration of electors as tho General A ssem ­ 
bly m ay enact: 


"First. 
He shall havo been a cltir.cn of 
the United States at least ono month. 


"Second. 
Ho shall havo resided in tho 
Stato ono year (or, having previously been 
a qualified doctor or native-born citizen 
of the State, ho shall have removed there­ 
from and returned, then six months) im­ 
mediately preceding the election, 


“Third, 
Ho shall havo resided In the 
election district where ho shall offer to 
voto at least two months immediately pre­ 
ceding tho election. 


“Fourth. 
If tw enty-tw o years of age 
and upwards, he shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
m onths and paid at least ono month bo- 
foro tho election,M bo amended so that tho 
sam e shall road as follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or female, 
of twenty-ono years of age, possessing tho 
following qualifications, shall be entitled 
to voto at all elections, subject, however, 
to such law s requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors os tho General A s­ 
sembly m ay enact: 


First, IIo or sho shall have been a citi­ 
zen of tho United States at least one 
month. 


Second. H e or she shall havo resided In 
tho Stato ono year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit­ 
izen of tho State, ho or sho shall havo re­ 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding the elec­ 
tion. 


Third. 
IIo or she shall have resided In 
tho election district whero ho or sho shall 
offer to voto at least two months imme­ 
diately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 
upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least ono month be- 
foro tho election. 


Fifth, W herever tho words “he,” "his,” 
“him/* and “himeelf* occur In any sec­ 
tion of arliclo VIII of this Constitution 
tho same shall bo construed as if written, 
respectively, “ho or she,“ “his or her, 
“him or h**r,M and “himself or herself.“

Section 1. 
Bo It resolved by tlie Senato 
and 
H ouse of 
Representatives

Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assem bly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of tho Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:-— 
Amend section eight, article nine of tTnr 
Constitution 
of 
tho 
Commonwealth 
oi 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
“Section 8. 
Tho debt of any county* 
city, borousrh, township, school district* 
or other municipality or incorporated dis­ 
trict, 
cxcept as 
herein provided, 
shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon tho 
assessed value of tho taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or In- 
creaso its indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such a s­ 
sessed valuation of property* without tho 
assent of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as »hall bo pro­ 
vided by law; but any city» tho debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, m ay be author­ 
ized by law to Increase the sam e three 
per centum, In tho aggregate, at any ono 
timo, upon such valuation, except that 
any deb* or debts hereinafter incurred by 
tho city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub­ 
w ays for transit purposes, or for tho con­ 
struction of w harves and «locks, or the 
reclamation of land to bo used in tho con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be- owned by said city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to tho 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of tho interest on 
said debt or debts, and tho annual in­ 
stallments necessary for tho cancellation 
of said debt or debts, m ay bo excluded in 
ascertaining tho power of tho city and 
county of Philadelphia to become othez**- 
w ise indebted: 
Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall bo estab­ 
lished and maintained/* go that It shall 
read as follows:— 


¿Section fc. 
Tho debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth­ 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shajl never ex­ 
ceed seven per centum upon tho assessed 
value of tho taxablo property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis­ 
trict incur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without tho consent of tho 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall bo provided by law; 
but any city, tho debt of which on tho 
first day of January, ono thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not sinco been reduced to less 
than such per centum, m ay bo authorized 
by law to increase tho samo three per 
centum in tho aggregate, at any ono time, 
upon such valuation. 
Tho city of Phila­ 
delphia, upon tho conditions hereinafter 
set forth, m ay Increase Its indebtedness 
to the extent of three per centum in ex­ 
cess of seven per centum upon such a s­ 
sessed valuation for the speclilc purpose 
of providing for all or any of tho follow­ 
ing purpo es,—to wit: For tho construc­ 
tion and improvement of subways, tun­ 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth­ 
er transit facilities; for tho construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used Jn the construction of wharves and 
docks,, owned or to bo owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the electors 
thereof at a public election.

Proposing an amendment to section tw en­ 
ty-one of article three of the Constitu­ 
tion of Pennsylvania.

Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assem bly met, That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, and

of Pennsylvania, winch reads as follows: 
nNo act of tho General Assembly shall 
limit the amount to be recovered for in­ 
juries resulting In death, or for injuries 
to persons or property, and in case of 
death from such injuries, tho right of ac­ 
tion shall survive, and tho General A s­ 
sembly shall prescribe for whoso benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted.

shall proscribe any limitations of timo

against corporations for injuries to per­ 
sons or property, or for other cause3 dif­ 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per­

Tho General Assem bly m ay enact laws 
requiring the paym ent by employers, or 
employers and employes jointlj', or rea­ 
sonable compensation for injuries to em ­ 
ployes arising in the courso of their em­ 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, 
whether or not such in­ 
juries or diseases result in death, and re­ 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment <*f 
such compensation and the maximum and 
minimum limits thereof, . and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec­ 
tion thereof; but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons* or prop* 
crty, and in ease of death fro«* such In­ 
juries, the right of action shaft* survive, 
and tho General Assembly chalf prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall bo 
prosecuted. 
No act shall prescribe any
